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The .Sherwood service pension bill, 
whirli wouUladd upwards of $-10,000,000 
to the government annual expenditures 
by granting increased pensions to Civil 
and Mexican war veterans on the basis 
of length of service, was passed by the 
House Tuesday night despite the deter- 
mined opposition of many Democratic 
loaders. ■ Secretary of the Interior 
Fisher had estimated that the bill would 
add $75,000^000 to the pension roll if the 
400,000 veterans eligible take advantage 
of the increased wage. The vote was 
229 to 92;- 

The bill now goes to the Senate 
where there is a disposition to pass 
some form of amended service pension 
legislation. Senate leaders, however 
will proceed slowly in the consideration 
of this legislation aritl many House 
Democrats voted for the measure in the 
belief that the Seni%! would not pass it. 
The.Sulloway age pension bill, passed 
by the House last spring, failed of 
passage in' the 'Senate at that time. 
This republican measure was orFered 
unsuccessfully in the House as a sub- 
terwood bill.

rate of speed. Mullery doing his 'best 
to keep them in the middle of the road 
The. old man succeeded in directing 
the onward rush of the team by using 
the whip. When the team would at- 
tempt to turn out of the road he would 
apply the whip. 

Adams appeored on the scene at the 
critical moment. VVheh he Irarned of 
the runaway he threw in the high speed 
gear on his machine and took up the 
chase in his automobile. 

Driving the machine within an arm's 
length of the terror-stricken horses. 
Adams threw out the high speed gear, 
and made a leap for the back of the 
"off" horse. He caught the horse by 
the bridle. Mullery had to be assisted 
from the rig. The aged man was re- 
moved to his home, and a doctor sum- 
moned. His condition is regarded as 
critical. He is suffering from fright.

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At the meeting ^of the Board of Sup- 
ervisors this week"^ that body refused to 
grant the petition of Sheriff Green of 
this county, which asked that he be 
granted an automobile for his use in 
serving papers, and in pursuit of crim- 
inals. This petition was laid over from 
the October term and at the session 
Wednesday it was decided that the 
sherifT could hold his ofllce without a 
machine and Ihe prayer .was not grant- 
ed. 

The supervisors also refused to grant 
the petition of the Lake County Hiator-. 
ical society for an appropriation of $200 
for the preservation of historical spots 
in this county. It had been the custom 
in other years to grant this society the 
sum of $100 per y^ar, but last year this 
was not done, and the petition present- 
ed at the October term asked for the 
money for two years. 



Announcement was made- Saturday 
that the suit of John R. Gibson as ad. 
ministrator of the late Harvey Gibson 
against the town of Salem, which was 
ended in the circuit court on Tuesday 
when Judge Belden directed a verdict 
for the defendant town, will not be 
droppedt but it will be appealed to the 
supreme court and an effort will be 
made to make it one of the most noted 
cases evet* heard in the state on account 
of the fact that the attorneys will seek 
to establish through this case some 

ruling from the supreme court as to the 
I "reasonable safeness*' of a highway. 

Attorney Calvin Stewart and Wallace 
Ingalls are representing tae plaintiff in 
the case and they have been notified 
that the Wisconsin State Automobile 
Association will take up the case and 
provide for the appeal of it to the su- 
preme court in the interest of good 
roads in Wisconsin. The association 
sees in this case a possibility of the 
handing down of a decision which will 
establish the right of the people to 
proper roads. The officials hold that no 
road is reasonably safe that is not wide 
enough to permit two wagons or two 
automobiles to pass at any point of the 
road. The Salem case has been to the 
supreme court and at that time tt was 
Edward Collier who was the plaintiff. 
In the first trial of the case Collier was 
awarded damages by a jury but Judge 
Belden changed the answers to some of 
the questions, these changes resulting 
in the verdict being practically set 
aside, The attorneys for the plaintiff 
at once took the case to the supreme 
court and the court instead of granting 
a verdict for one side or the other sent 
the case back for a new trial. 

This case is going to be fought just 
as long us there is a court to fight be- 
fore, said Attorney Stewart. I 'don't 
know how much the Wisconsin Automo 
bile Association is willing to put up to 
aid the light, but I have been advised 
that the officials of the association are 
ready to help in bearing the expenses 
of the appeal, but under any circum- 
stances we are going to 'keep fighting 
until we get some decision from the 
supreme court as to when a road is 
reasonably safe. Such a decision will 
be just as good as a law passed by the 
legislature. At the present time there 
appears to be no law by which a town 
board can be forced to make the coun- 
try roads safe and it is going to be the 
mission of this case to bring a change 
in this condition. 

The briefs for the appeal of the case 
are already being prepared and it is ex- 
pected that the case will agam come 
up for. trial at the January term of 
court. . - - 



Gladstone Dowie, son of the famous 
builder of Zion City, Dr. John Alexan- 
der Dowie, is to become an episcopal 
clergeman. The only living child of 
the famous leader, has become a can- 
didate for orders in the episcopal church 
ash^has entered the Western Techo- 
logical Seminary in Chicago. 

This means that Gladstone has dis- 
carded the beliefs and teachings of hia 
father as originally started in Zion City. 
It also means that he has decided to 
abandon the teachings which his moth- 
er lately strove to install in her hus- 
band's loyal followers, that Dowie and 
his church and teachings should be 
perpetrated. It is recalled that she re- 
icently started holding meetings in Chi- 
cago and Rought to gather followers of 
her husband, who, since his death re- 
mained luke-warm to his teachings. In 
her eitdrt she succeeded Ijut slightly 
and prospects did not appear any too 
bright and it is reported, she became 
discouraged and planned to abandon 

her efforts. 

But the move of Gladstone Dowie to 
become an Episcopal clergyman, comes 
ns a big g^urprise to the many other 
factions therei It had not been known 
that DoWie, who is a lawyer by pro- 
fession, had any inclinations .toward 
following in the footsteps of his father 
even- as a religious teacher in another 
church than that which his father 
started. 

Dowie, Senior, conducted a war 
against the Episcopal and all other 
churches all his life hence the foct that 
his son deserted his father's plans and 
ideals at his death did not create much 
of a surprise but the fact that the son 
has taken steps to enter church warii 
of another denomination, one which 
his father had bitterly fought, just 
I shows how time changes things. 
*' tB "^^^ .younger Dowie never was very 
* enthusiastic over his father's work in 
Zion City, but nobody ever thought he 
would abandon his ideas to such an ex- 
tent that he would take steps to be- 
come a minister in a church which 
Dowie, his father attacked repeatsdly. 



OLDEST CHURCH BURNED 

The Old Catholic Church at Mill Creek was 
Burned io the Ground Friday night 

St. Patrick's Catholic church, better 
known . as the Mill Creek church, and 
probably the very oldest church in the 
county, having been built sixty years 
ago,,,, burned to the ground Friday 
night. The damage is estimated at 
$5.000, ; The origin of the fire is un- 
known.' Fortunately the parish of the 
chiirce had just completed tho erection 
of a new church and are all ready to 
dedicate it. The church that burned 
was one of the oldest landmarks in the 
county. . Father Foley is in charge of 
the parish; ■ . ' 

The blaze was discovered at 11:30 
o'clock ,by the Kno.K family, who; live 
but forty rods away. At that time the 
church was a mass of flames. The 
alarm was spread as rapidly as possible 
and with almost ' incredibl^e speed a 
bucket brigade was formed in an effort 
to save the old structare. 

Efforts were in vain, however, as 
the fire burned so fiercely that the vol- 
unteer firemen could not approach the 
building, which threatened to be gutted 
at any moment. 

Hundreds of people siood about help- 
lessly, unable to do anything to save 
the buildmg. The origin is unknown 
for although there had been services 
there Friday, it is said that no candles 
had been left burning. There are 
some who are of the opinion that a 
tramp crawled into the building and set 
it on fire accidently.

Reports seem to indicate that Lake 
County has a splendid chance of being 
'the banner county of the state in the 
sale of the Red Cross Christmas seals. 
Already about 100,000 seals have been 
sold in the county and those in charge 
of the sale say that there' will not 'be 
the letist difficulty in disposing of the 
remaining 50,000 seals that made v]) the 
county's order for 150,000. 

Prominent Lake County people are 
donating liberally, one man alone hav- 
ing purchased fifty dollars worth, and 
others taking large amounts. Miss 
Stella Harper of Waukegan so far holds 
the record of' having disposed of the 
largest number of seals of any young 
woman in tho state, her sales having 
reached the 13,000 mark. 



That Circuit Judge Charies Whitney 
does not intend that the County shall ' 
be subjected to any unnecessary ex-, 
penso in maintaining juries was clear-. 
ly evinced on Tuesday when he dis- 
missed the jury and practically brought 
the court to a close. 

This move on his part was entirely 
unexpected and some of the attorneys. 
were made to sit up and take notice 
when the Circuit Judge made it clear 
to them that the court would not be 
held open for their accomodation. 

The case of Lund against the Chicago 
and Milwaukee electric, a damage suit, 
had been started Tuesaay morning, and 
as such cases usually consume a con- 
siderable amount of time there was 
something of a surprise sprung when 
the attorneys in the case announced 
that they had reached an agreement 
to have the case postponed. The judge 
was willing to grant the postponement 
and at once called the next case. The 
attorneys were not ready. He called 
the next, the attorneys were not in 
court, and so on the judge went dowa 
the docket calling the cases in their 
order. .None of the attorneys, were_. 
ready and in most cases they were not 
in court to answer to their call. The 
chief reason being that they had relied 
on the Lund case taking up time. 

When it was found that none were 
ready the judge turned to those pres- 
ent and addressed them thus: "I wish 
the attorneys to understand that this 
court can not and will not be kept open 
for the convenience of the attorneys 
and at the expense of the county. It 
costs the county in the neighborliood of 
one hundred dollars per day to keep a 
jury here andwhen cases are not ready 
to act upon I don't propose to keep them 
here waiting for counsel to get their 
witnesses together and proceed at their 
convenience. If parties want to law it, 
they must pay the jury, the county will 
certainly not be placed in the position 
of paying this heavy expense and hav- 
ing nothing accomplished." 

It is interestingto know thattheJudge 
in delivering this lecture was simply 
acting in accordance with the rules 
made by the Lake County Bar Associa- 
'tion itself. Last summer the bar as- 
sociation held a meeting at which it was 
decided that to expedite the work of 
the court all members of the associa- 
tion who had cases to be tried should be 
ready to go to trial at any time. Thus 
when Judge Whitney Tuesday morning 
found that not one of the lawyers was. 
ready to go to trial he simply followed 
the new rules of the association. 

He had it in .his power to demand 
that the lawyers bring their cases up 
for trial immediately or have them dis- 
missed but he did not enforce his pre* 
rogative.

Long ngo In an- 
cient Greece it was a mild fear In-

to the god Pan. Nowadays It has a 
by no means supernatural significance 
on the stock exchange as It nearly did 
in iJerlin the ot\ier day. "Panic fear" 
was the original expression, and In 
shortening It to "panic" we have all 
ready been as slipshod as the small 
boy who calls his "comic paper" a 
"comic." Sliaftesbury, two hundred 
years ago, would have used the word 
for any contagious feeling that seized 
upon masses of mon.

king and queen of Great Britain, were 
recognized today as emperor and em- 
press of India. Up to their thrones 
marched tho proudest chiefs of Hin- 
dustan and there did homage. Tho 
ceremony was without precedent, for 
never before has a British emperor 
of India come to Delhi, the ancient 
seat of the kings of India, to assume 
his title. Tho Durbar, for which elab- 
orate preparations hod been un- 
der way for months, took place In a 
preat camp to tho north of the city, 
lomo five miles square. The tempo- 
rary population of this camp Is about 
a quarter of a rallilon, and It Is fur- 
nished with all the conveniences of 
modern life, Including 31 post offlcea, 
ten telegraph oniccs and even elec- 
tric light, railways, motor cars and 
lail-cahs. There the people gathered

Close beside the Imperial thrones 
when the twenty-four state trumpet- 
era with their sliver trumpets herald- 
ed tho durbar were, of course Lord 
Hardlngo, viceroy of India, and Lady 
Hardinge.

and In rcsponae to a widespread demand 
for an aavanco In that direction on tiio 
part of tho people of the United States 
and of Great Britain and of ^''ranco. neiv 
arbitration treaties were negotiated lost 
spring with Great Britain and France. 
Ihe terms of which woro designed, oa 
expressed In tho preamblo of Uicho trcat- 
iDs. to extend tho scope and obligations or 
the policy of arbitration adopted In our 
present treaties with thoso govcrnmeniH. 
To pave the way for this treaty with tho 
United States, Great Britain negotiated 
an Important modldcatlon In Us alUanco 
with Japan and tho French government 
also c^ipedlted the negotiations ^with sig- 
nal good win. The now treaties have 
been submitted to tho senate and are 
awaiting Its advice and conBcnt to their 
ratlllcotlon. All tho essentials of thcso 
Important treaties have long been known. 
and It Is my earnest hopo that they win 
receive prompt and favorablo action. 
Arbitrations. 

In further Illustration of tho practical 
and beneficent application of tho princi- 
ple of arbitration and tho underljlng 
broad spirit of conciliation. I am happy 
to/advert to the part of the United States 
In faclllatlng amicable eottlement of dis- 
putes which menaced the pcaoo between 
Panama and Costa Rica and between 
Halt! and the Dominican republic. 

Since tho date of their Independence. 
Colombia and Costa Kica had been seek- 
ing a solution of a boundary dispute, 
which camo as a heritage from Colombia 
to the now republic of Panama upon Its 
beginning life as an Independent na- 
tion.

Wheeler Is an Englishman. Ho IB a 
pioneer of Ilo.sthcrn, coming bore .05- 
teon years ago.

Hie farm 
resembles an oxiiertniental farm. .A 
long driveway, lined on both aides 
with trees, leads to a modest house, 
tho home of Wheeler, a modest, unaB- 
Bumlng man with tho appearance of a 
student rather than a man engaged la 
commercial pursuits.

Quaint and Interesting Customs Thit 

Prevailed When the Church and 

FcBtI\^a| Were Young. 

In the early days of the church, It Ii 
said that tho bishops used to bIqk 
carols on Chrlstmaa day among thrlr 
clergy,, and around tho sixteenth ceo* 
tury tho well-known practice observed 
by children of going around tho nelgti. 
borhood singing Christmas carols be- 
neath tho windows of the houses, was 
commonly ' obaervcl. usually taklaj 
place on Chrlstmaa morning. One ot 
4ho oldest and most beautiful of tbi 
Christmas carols that has come down 
to the present day open with tbesi 
words: 

"GoA rest you. merry irentlefnen. ' 

Let nothlnff you dlmay. 
For Jeatu Christ, our Savior, 

Waa born upon this day. 
To tfavo ua all from Salitn'ii pow«r, 

When wo wcro ifono oatray. 
O. lldlnRM of comfort and' Joy! 

I"or JnAUR ChrlRt, our Bavlor, 
Wu« tram on Chrlatmaji D&jr." 

' It Is sometimes more appropriate to 
eing'the Christmas carols on Cbrlit- 
maa evo than on Christmas day, al- 
though they are sung at both tlmoa; 
but In England the choir of the Tlltss« 
church used to go around to tho prin- 
cipal houses In tho pariah and sine 
fionie of these simple hymns on Chrlit* 
maa evo regularly.v 

Frequently the singers were 'a^ 
companled on some Inatrument and 
often the picture presented was a 
liretty one. Tho figures of the group 
of singers, only visible In the dark* 
ness hfr the lanterns they carried, and 
the aweet nyslody sung and played, 
made the observance -a striking aad 
beautiful one. 

Sometimes In England, the caroti 
were also sung In the churchea la 
place of the usual psalms and bymDi; 
although It was more customary for 
the clerk .at the close of the fterrlM 
In a loud voice to wish all tho conpe- 
gat'.on a merry Christmas and a bi{h

TMa 
the staff straightway did, and thereby 
was the king converted to the Chris-, 
lian faith, the faith which preached 
life from death. 

The holy thom of Glaatonbury Ilour- 
iBhed during the centuries until the 
civil Tvars. During those it was up- 
rooted; but Boveral persons had had 
trees growing from cutt'lnga from the 
original tree, and those continued to 
bloom at the Chrlst-BoaBon, Just as 
their parent, which had grown from 
Bt Joseph's Btaff, had bloomed. And 
about the middle of the 18th century 
It was recorded In tbe Gentleman's' 
Magazine how the famous holy thom 
would not deign to recognize the new 
Btyle calendar, which had then come 
Into force but would persist in blos- 
soming as of old on old Christmas 
day I 

In those days the anniversary of the 
advent of the Babe had certainly 
meant more to the common people 
than merely a time for feasting and 
revelry, for giving and receiving; it 
had been also a season for holy ob- 
servances, for they refused to go to 
church on New Christmas day, the 
holy thorn not being then In blossom. 
So serious became the trouble that the 
clergy found it prudent to announce 
that Old Christmas day should also 
be kept sacred as before. Only an- 
other story of men's weak, Buperstl- 
tlouB minds? True, perhaps; but they 
are better who. evidence some spiritual 
TveakncBB than those who wallow in 
the^wholly material, and when we 
cease to be careful of the cup and the 
platter, we become not over careful of 
their contents. \

Christmas gets' its name 
from the masa celebrated 
In the early days of the 
Christian church In honor' 
of the birth of Christ, Its 
first aolemnluUon having 
been ordered by Pcfpe 
Telesphorus.

Los Angeles, Cal. — ^After sensational 
testimony In which tho name of Clar- 
ence Darrow was mentioned In con- 
nection with tlie payment of bribes 
to Jurors arid prospective Jurors In 
tho trial of James B. McNamara, Bert 
H. Franklin, the detective nnder ai^ 
rest for bribery, Issued a statement 
denying that the Chicago attorney 
was In any way Implicated. Franklin 
was held to the supremo court for trial. 
The statement was called out when 
Robert F. BnIn, sworn Juror In the 
McNamara case, testified that Frank- 
lin had told him, when arranging for 
til e bribe, that was paid to him, tJiat 
Darrow had given Franklin $20,000 
"to use." 

George W. Lockwood, the man who 
accepted a bribe after informing tho 
district attorney tliat he had been ap- 
proached, had testified that Franklin 
had said that he would see Clarence 
Darrow to arrange some satisfactory 
payment of the money promised Lock- 
wood. Lockwood also said he In- 
ferred that when Franklin promised 
to bring tho "big fellow" out to see 
bim, he meant Darrow. Franklin, he 
said, afterwards asserted he had re- 
ferred to C. E. White, the man se- 
lected to hold tlie money until Lock- 
wood was qualined and the Jury had 
returned Its verdict. 

"I haven't, said anything about this 
case," said Franklin after the hear- 
ing ended. "I know oHOugh to keep 
my mouth sliut about my own affairs. 
But this Is dlfl'erent, and I've got Just 
one thing I want to say. Wlien these 
fellows bring Into this case th* name 
of a man who Is Innocent. I'm not go- 
ing to Bl£ by and hoar Jt without put- 
Ung In a word, and I want to say that 
whoever says I ever mentioned the 
name of Clarence Darrow In connec- 
Uon with such a matter, tella a lie. 
Neither did I ever mention his having 
jgiven me $20,000." 

Darrow when told of the statement 
denied any connection In any way 
with the bribery. 

"It Is only fair to counsel for the 
McNamarna to call attention to the 
fact that one mention of my name 
was In connection with hearsay evi- 
dence when Lockwood testified that 
Franklin told him he would ask me 
to arrange for the- safe payment of 
tho money and the other was an In- 
ference that Lockwood thought a man 
referred to by Franklin was myself" 
said Darrow. "Those are not In- 
criminating. The statement that I 
eave Franklin ?20,000 is untrue and 
unfounded. I know nothing about the 
bribery case." 

The testimony of the witnesses 
mentioning Darrow, was called to tho 
attention of District Attorney Fred- 
ericks. 

"Lockwood's statement Is In no way 
legal evidence against Mr. Darrow " 
Fredericks said. "He told onlv what 
he said was told him, and that Is not 
legal evidence. We have no evidence 
that In any way Is sumdcnt to con- 
nect ilr. Darrow either with bribe- 
giving or the attempted bVlbery that 
we have discovered." 

Tho bribery hearing started with 
the testimony of C. E. White, tho 
escrow man" In the Lockwood case. 
\\hItG told of negotiations with 
Franklin who, bo snld. asked him to 
accept the money and pay It to Lock- 
wood. Ho told In detail- of the final 
transaction when he recojved ■ the 
money, paid It over and ' wag ar-

Washington. — The United States 
battleship Maine, which was sunk in 
Havana harbor in I'^obrunry, 1808, as 
the result ot an explosion, wan blown 
up Irom tho outside. This was an- 
nounced by the Vreeland board, which 
has been examining the wreck lor 
several months, in a statement given 
out by the navy department. 
The Btutement was aa follows*. 
"The board Undo that tho Injuries 
to tho bottom of the Maine were 
caused by the explosion or u charge ot 
low form ot explosives exterior to 
tho ship. This resulted In IgnlUns 
and exploding the contents ot the six- 
Inch reserve magaziue, said contents 
Including a large quantity oE black 
powder. 

"The more or less complete ex- 
plosion of the contents of tho re- 
maining forward magazine followed. 
The magazine explosion resulted In 
the destruction of the vessel." 

Tho report was placed In the hands 
or president Taft and will bo care- 
fully reviewed by him , before being 
adopted. 

Tho Vreoianti board's report settlos 
for all time the cause of tho explosion 
and vindicates tho Ondlngs of the 
Sampson board Immediately after tho 
destruction of the vesael. In the state- 
ment issued by tho secroUry It Is 
said that while tho Spanish mine did 
not In itself destroy the vessel, this 
undoubtedly caused tho explosion ot 
the ship's magazines, which resulted 
In Abe destruction ot the Maine and 
thJ death of more than 200. American 
oniccrs and seamen. 



Washington.— With 2,000 Hussian 
Cossacks advancing to occupy Teheran, 
proclaim martial law and eject him at 
the point ot the bayonet, W. Morgan 
SbUBter. financial agent of the Per- 
sian government, is advised by tho 
American state department to stand 
upon bis consUtutional rights and 
defy the czar. 

This Btartllng move by Russia was 
omdally reported by Charlea W. 
IlusBoil, United States minister at 
Teheran. Following this intelligence 
a cable was sent Minister RusboII In-, 
atructlng him to advise Shuster to 
stand his ground. 

Shojjid Russia eject all Persian ofll* 
clalB 'as Is anticipated, Shuster, fol- 
lowing his inRlructions. will appeal 
to Minister Russell and lodge protest 
with the Russian diplomatic agent at 
Teheran. 

The situation will then become ono 
of international Import between the 
Russian and American governments, 
already ruffled by the czar's refusal to 
honor passports held by American 
citizens of Jewish birth.
